CONFEDERATE ORATION 1894 


From the Confederate Veteran 
of October 1894 and via "The 
Ranger" , Camp #1455, Longview, 
we read about the 4t.h annual 
reunion of Hart "s E<attery. The 
orator of the day was Col . 
Robert Aldrich. 

"You went into the war at the 
start and went in to stay. You 
fought the fight to the finish, 
and 'when the war drum sounded 
no longer, and the battle flags 
were furled,' you did not leave 
the glorious past to be buried 
with its glorious dead, but, 
while facing the future with 
manly hearts and without fear, 
you resolved to keep your 
achievements fresh and green 
until you die... It was then 
called t he war f or Sou t. hern 
rights, and i t was r i ght then 
and is right now, and as long as 
I can say anyth! ng , I wi 1 1 
always say that my countrymen 
fought and bled and died for 
their rights. There was nothing 
wrong about it except the 
result . " 

Speaking of Gen. Robert 
Toombs , "... Gen . Toombs , who 
never struc k his flag, and who , 
when some of his ante bellum 
associates in Congress from the 
North proposed to him to let 
them secure him a pardon that he 
might enter public life, replied 
in majesty: ' Pardon me? I have 
not. pardoned you yet ' . . . As long 
as the mountains stand where 
Ashby fell, as long as the 
r i ver s roll where J ac k son an d 
Lee fought, and as long as blood 
and ashes consecrate the soil of 
liberty, that refusal of the 
North to vindicate its positions 
in its own courts will stand as 
a monument to the? righteousness 
of the Southern cause. "

Gen- Gordon testified that at 
Appomattox , "there were present 
three times as many enrolled 
Con federates; b u t t wo-- 1 h i r d s of 
them were so enfeebled by 
hunger, so wasted by sickness, 
and so footsore from constant 
marching that it was difficult 
for them to keep up with the 
army. " Some of these were past 
all effort. They followed the 
column or the wagon train in the 
hopes that they might find food. 
Others insisted on marching even 
if they were too feeble to carry 
weapons.

Gordon formed his last line of 
battle, one man took his place 
in the ranks with both arms so 
woun d ed t hat h e could n ot c ar r y 
a gun- "What are you doing 
here?" and officer demanded.
